BRANDENBURG GATE STILL CLOSED TO VEHICULAR AND PEDESTRIAN TRAFig^. 
AS RESULT OF AUG 15 ORDINANCE REQUIRING PERMIT FOR WEST BERLIN^— 
VEHICLGS ENTERING EAST BERLIN (BERLIN«S 1 73 BONN, 200 DEPT), Wl 
VERY FEW WEST BERLIN CARS OBSERVED IN EAST BERLIN; SOME WERE £$£ 
ABLE TO ENTER, REPORTEDLY AFTER HAVING OBTAINED PERMITS.

2. REFUGEES: REFUGEE SITUATION UNCLEAR DUE TO CONTINUED

STILL MANAGING TO GET ACROSS BY SAME METHODS DESCRIBED 
YESTERDAY'S SUMMARY, BUT NUMBERS CANNOT BE ASCERTAINED.

SPD MEMBERS WERE ADVISED TO DO WHATEVER NECESSARY IN INTEREST 
THEIR OWN SAFETY. 

KREUZBERG DISTRICT MAYOR KRESSMANN REPORTEDLY BECAME FIRST WEST 
BERLINER NOT CONSIDERED "PEACEFUL" ENOUGH TO BE PERMITTED ENTER 
SOVSECTOR; HE HAD INTENDED GO TO EAST BERLIN TO DELIVER TO 
BORDER-CROSSERS EMPLOYED IN HIS DISTRICT WAGE EQUALIZATION FUND 
EAST MARKS, SINCE THEY UNABLE COLLECT WAGES IN WEST. 

POLICE CHECK OF ALL CARS WITH SOVSECTOR OR ZONE LICENSES ENTERING 
WEST BERLIN HAS REVEALED THAT ABOUT 90 PERCENT WERE DOCTORS 
AND REMAINDER GDR OFFICIALS OR STATE GUESTS. 

BRANDENBURG GATE AND POTSDAMER PLATZ AREA CONTINUE AS MOST 
CRITICAL POINTS REQUIRING POLICE ATTENTION. URGE NUMBERS OF 
WEST POLICE HAVE BEEN DEPLOYED, AND POLICE HAS CLEARED A 
"BUFFER ZONE" IN APPROACHES TO BRANDENBURG GATE AND AROUND SOV 
WAR MEMORIAL. AS OF 8 A.M. TODAY, WEST BERLIN POLICE WERE 
FULLY MOBILIZED WITH ALL FORCES ON 2l*-H0UR OPERATIONAL BASIS . 
SPECIAL COMPANIES AVAILABLE AT STRATEGIC POINTS. POLICE HAS 
ERECTED TEMPORARY BARRIERS TO CONTAIN ACTIVITIES OF JUVENILES
